Owing to the late hour at which news 
of his death reached the Colonist on 
Sunday evening it was impossible* to 
publish more than ti very inadequate 
reference to the passing of so distin- 
guished a pioneer. On his arrival in Vic- 
toria in the spring of 1809 Sir James 
Douglas recognized In the newcomer the 
man he wanted to preserve law and or- 
der in the remoter districts, and appoint- 
ed him stipendiary magistrate with head- 
quarters at 1'ort I^anglej', on the Frasor, 
In 18til-1802 he was gold commissioner 
and stipendiary magistrate in Cariboo, 
and two yejirs later become commission- 
er for McCullough creek, in the Big 
Bend country, on the Columbia. Next 
year Mr. O'Hcilly was selected as stipen- 
diary magistrate and gold commissioner 
for Wild Horse creek, in East Kootcnay. 
At that time an attempt was made by 
the government to collect a royalty on 
the gold, and Mr. O'lteilly had charge 
of the t;old escort -which came out over 
the Hudson's Bay trail to Hope. There 
were nine pack horses bearing the prec- 
ious metal. The attempt to collect the 
royalty, however, was futile, and ulti- 
mately it was abandoned. 

Goes to Omineca 
In 1S71 Mr. O'Reilly was appointed 
stipendiary magistrate and gold com- 
missioner for tho Omineca, and it was 
while associate,! with this distric t thai 
he made a memorable trip to the cast, 
in which he nearly lost his life. It was 
in the autumn of 71 this journey was 
undertaken. He left his post on October |

He became In- 
dian reserve commissioner, an appoint- 
ment lie received from Sir John A. Mae- 
donald, his duties bearing upon the In- 
ilufta lands. He was retired eight years 
ago. Since then he has taken no active 
part in public affairs, although he lias 
always manifested the deepest interest 
in anything which affected the welfare 
of the city and province. He was inter- 
ested in a number of commercial ven- 
tures', being a director in the Albion Iron 
Works, the B. C. Corporation, the (las 
Works and other enterprises. 

Held in High Esteem 

Mr. O'Reilly was highly respected all 
over the province.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

New York, Sept. 5.— There was a sharp 
rebound in prices of stocks today from the 
acute depression of last week. The de- 
mand from the short interests, which had 
been largely- extended in the course of 
lust week's aggressive bear campaign, was 
acceded with a large part, of the buy- 
ing. The market gave appearance of Im- 
provement us ii result of the clearing out 
of weak accounts, effected in the course 
of last week's liquidation. The foreign 
markets took a favorable view of Ameri- 
can eeeorltles and the advance in prices 
effected abroad yesterday during the holi- 
day here was a potent factor In driving 
the hears to cover. 

Xne favorable character of the days 
news helped to restore the confidence 
which was shaken while prices were 
falling last week. Railroad traffic officials 
spoke most favorably of business, present 
and prospective. The movement of gener- 
al merchandise over the railroad lines Is 
pronounced unparalleled. Shippers are 
protesting against the luck of adequate 
facilities on the part of the roads and com- 
plaints of ear short shortage come from 
nil quarters. The weekly bulletin of the 
weather bureau spoke with unusual re- 
serve of the excellent condition of (he corn 
crop. Even the cotton crop addinl its lu- 
Uuence, lis reported condition of August 
25, Issued by the agricultural department 
showing much better than expected. The 
bear party In "locks was decidedly upset 
by these " various developments. During 
the first hour of the market their buying 
was of ail enormous scale, a large propor- 
tion of the day's total business being con- 
cluded within that period.
